ittle Susan came to the

gram. For the first time in her life, 
however, Susan heard the true Christ- 
mas story of how Christ, the Son of 
God, was born among men as the 
Saviour of the world. At the close of 
the program when an opportunity was 
given, little Susan went to the altar 
with Darlene and discovered the true 
and blessed fruits of Christmas when 
she accepted Christ as her personal 
Saviour. 


It is always profitable for us to take 
time out of our busy lives to meditate 
upon the fruits of Christ’s coming — 
the “why” of celebrating Christmas.

Rallies Planned 


SPRINGFIELD, MO. — The As- 
semblies of God Home Missions De- 
partment is making extensive plans 
for 400 rallies to be held throughout 
the U. S. in 1960 to promote the open- 
ing of new churches. 

Arrangements announced by the 
Rev .R. L. Brandt, national home 
missions secretary, call for meetings 
in all sections of the 44 church dis- 
tricts. Most districts follow state 
lines. 

Included in the new year’s goal is 
an attendance of 60,000 for the 400 
rallies with contributions of $60,000 to 
be used in assisting new churches. 
The slogan will be “60,000 in ’60.” 
Contributions made through the ral- 
lies will be added to the share-plan

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FROM OUR CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE VII. RELATIONSHIP 

Section 1. This District Council shall recognize itself as an integral part of the Gen- 
eral Council of the Assemblies of God, with headquarters as Springfield, Missouri, and 
shall recognize and be amenable to the said General Council. In the prosecution of the 
work in its prescribed field the District Council shall be expected to keep vigilant watch 
against any violation of the spiritual unity and cooperative fellowship to which the General 
Council fellowship is especially and unalterably dedicated. 

Section 2. ~The local assemblies which are in fellowship with the District shall recog- 
nize their relation to the District Council as set forth in Article XI. (Local Assemblies). 
ARTICLE VIII. MEMBERSHIP AND VOTING CONSTITUENCY 

Section 1. The membership of this Council shall consist of: 

a. All ministers holding accredited fellowship certificates from the General Council, 
having their permanent residence within the territory of this District, and having their cre- 
dentials registered with the District Secretary. 

b. All licensed ministers holding accredited certificates from this District Council. 

c. All sovereign assemblies which shall have received an official letter of recognition 
from the General Council Office in Springfield, Missouri. Such assemblies shall be en- 
titled to representation by lay delegates at the District Council meetings. 

Section 2. The voting constituency shall consist of all accredited members present and 
registered. 

Section 3. The membership of the Northern California and Nevada District Council 
of the Assemblies of God as a religious body shall constitute its membership as a corpora- 
tion established to conduct its business in legal matters.

Christ’s Example — 


Part One 


by W. E. Scott, Ph. D. 


Jesus Lived The Ideals He Taught 


No teacher taught ideals more 
stringent in their demands than Jesus; 
and no teacher ever lived the ideals 
he taught more perfectly. 

Jesus taught love, a love uncalcu- 
lating and totally selfless in nature. 
He had the greatest love; He “laid 
down His life for His friends.” 

Jesus taught His pupils to forsake 
all and to follow God. He “had no 
place to Jay His head;” His life con- 
sisted of going about to do the Will 
of the Father Who sent Him. 

Jesus taught denial of self for the 
sake of others. He denied Himself 
the glories of heaven and the tempta- 
tion for earthly kingdoms to bring 
salvation through the cross. 

Jesus taught complete dedication 
to the will of God. He perfectly fol- 
lowed the Father’s will, even, in His 
case, to the death on the cross. His 
culminating prayer in the Garden ex- 
pressed the norm of His life, “not my 
will, but Thine.” 

The same could be said for every 
ideal.that Jesus taught. He surpass- 
ed each pupil in performance. In 
short, He perfectly practiced that 
which He taught. In this example He 
gives Sunday School teachers one of 
their greatest challenges. 

All will agree that we teach ideals 
to our pupils. Even the most un- 
philosophic thinker will see that such 
activities as faithfulness to church, 
stewardship to God of time and 
money, Bible reading, and study, 
prayer, and love toward others repre- 
sent ideals which all Sunday School 
workers teach. 

The teaching of such ideals, though,

is not in the mere utterance of les- 
sons. Success is gained only if pupils 
are actually moved toward express- 


ing the ideal activities more and more ~ 


in the LIVES. Teaching WHICH 
CHANGES LIVES will be teaching 
like that of Christ’s. Such teaching 
goes beyond the mere description and 


telling of ideals to an example in the 


LIFE OF THE TEACHER. 

It is easy to recognize that the 
teacher whose life contradicts the 
ideal taught cannot effectively change 
others toward those ideals. Indeed, 
that teacher will do more harm than 
good. 


Teachers who are consistently ab- 


sent from church will never produce 
church faithfulness in pupils. Like- 
wise, teachers who sow contention, 
complain, or spread discord will not 
motivate pupils toward Christian love. 
So it is with every ideal. Pupils can- 
not help but doubt the value of an 
ideal taught when the teacher fails 
to practice that same ideal. 


Jesus was so effective as a teacher 
precisely because His life perfectly 
demonstrated the ideals He taught. 
His classroom was not modern and 
His tools for teaching were simple; 
but no teacher ever surpassed Him 
in practice of ideals. He examplified 
the old and instructive truth of teach- 
ing — “That which I do, that I im- 
part!”

__ Viewing Cuba from the piane be- 
‘ore one lands is a spectacular sight. 
It gives one the feeling of leasurely 
living on a lush island wih a tropical 
atmosphere in a _ world sufficient 
within its self. One has the feeling 
IT WOULD BE WONDERFUL TO 
BE HERE, BUT UPON LANDING 
THERE IS AN ALTOGETHER 
DIFFERENT FEELING. There is 
‘much unrest throughou the island of 
Cuba. One has the feeling that every 
step might lead to a manhole and if 
there should be a step backward 
‘there might not be another forward 
move. However, I am quite sure this 
feeling could have been psychological 
as we were in Cuba immediately af- 
ter the revolution and Castro’s men, 
with their heavy beards and guns, 
stood on every corner in Havana. In 
fact, Goldia and I had the effrontery 
‘to have our pictures made with one 
of the most rugged looking ones and 
found him to be a fine and accom- 
modating person, who showed great 
delight in having his picture made 
' with us. 

_ VISITING THE BIBLE SCHOOL 
_ The Maceys, missionaries to Cuba, 
met us in Havana. They took us into 
‘some of the Curio shops where we

out the tour and the response from 
the Latin young people was _ heart- 
warming. We visited the library which 
was well kept and used almost every 
hour of every day. The building was 
old and looked as though any minute 
the roof would come tumbling in. The 
faculty, however, already had plans 
for a new building. Of course the 
folks in the States figured in their 
plans for it will be up to us to help 
financially with their cause. 

We visited in a native home and 
drank some of their very bitter strong 
coffee. They serve it only in demi- 
tasse cups. I suppose one would not 
dare drink a large cup of coffee be- 
cause of its strength. I was not suc- 
cessful, even with the demitasse, but 
Goldia, the good sport that she was, 
downed hers without blinking an eye. 
We enjoyed the family in this native 
home. They were gracious and very 
hospitable. 

HOMEWARD BOUND 

In the early morning before we left 
for the airport to leave for Miami, I 
heard outside our window the most 
beautiful singing and the strumming 
of ukuleles. I awakened Goldia and 
we learned it was not yet daylight. 
At that early hour those lovely Cuban 
girls were serenading u.s I can still 
hear their beautiful voices, with a 
certain sadness, that has lingered in 
my memory all these months. 

We arrived at the airport for our 
departure to Miami only to learn that 
our plane would be delayed. During 
out wait at the airport some humor- 
ous things happened to us. One in- 
cident was when we were taken by 
a Cuban woman in to the ladies 
lounge and searched for deadly weap-

ons. The day before we arrived there 


‘had been a kidnapping. Two women a 


had adbucted a pilot and his plane 
and had gone on their merry way. 
Perhaps we looked suspicious, there- 
fore we were thoroughly inspected. 
Castro’s men stood well armed and 
ready in the event Goldia and I de- 
cided to run. We would have tried 
this perhaps had we known which 
direction to go to find our most be-— 
loved native land. 

We arrived in Miami just at the 
close of day and stayed for a two day 
rest at the Sea Isle Hotel overlooking 
the beautiful Atlantic Ocean. We 
were in the good old U.S.A. again 
and how very glad we were.
